Reply To Requirement For Election Of Species

Sir: 


In reply to the Communication from the Examiner dated February 10, 2000, Applicants 
hereby provisionally elect species (D) from Group I, i.e., monoclonal antibody to CD3; species 
(C) from Group II, i.e., polylysine; and species (A) from Group III, i.e., virus inhibiting ribozyme. 
Claims 1, 2, 6, 8-10, 13, 14, 17-20, 28, 29, 36 and 38-40 read on such species. This election is 
made without prejudice to or disclaimer of the other claims or inventions disclosed. 

Applicants assert the right to claim additional species in the event that a generic claim 
thereto is found to be allowable in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .141(a). This election is made 
without traverse. Consideration and allowance of all pending claims, are respectfully requested.
